tary of Commerce Roper, Secretarj 
.ol War Woodring and Secretary of 
Labor Perkins—were on hand to 
•greet him along with Gen. Malin 
Craig, chief of staff of the TJ. 3 
' array. 


Mr, Roosevelt, tanned deeply and 


hearty of manner,-went directly to 
'the White House where a pile of 
•work awaited him 
although all 


pressing business had been disposed 
of in his temporary offices at sea 
•and on his special train. 


In Georgia, which he calls hl£ 


"other home state," the president 
made a spectacular and

cedented last-minute bid for un- 
questioned control of the machinery 
of the Democratic party.

SHANGHAI, Aug. 12—New ter- 


rorist .outbreaks.-brought Jresh .fears 
to Shanghai today as three--bnmbs' 
exploded in the international settle- 
ment, killing two Chinese and injur- 
ing fifteen, 


The blasts, which occurred eaily in 


the day, were directed against a 
Japanese box factory, a. police sta- 
tion and a Nipponese mill, accord- 
ing to authorities. There were no 
Japanese casualties. 


Renewal of the anti-Japanese ac- 


tivity followed yesterday's mutiny 
by the "doomed battalion" of Chin- 
ese troops, now held in. a heavily 
guarded concentration1 camp in the 
international settlement. The mu- 
iny was put down by whits Russian 
volunteers after a fierce, two-hour 
battle.

Slight Damage 


Whil«; the plane was locked in a 


heavily guarded hangar', it was un- 
derstood that the only damage to 
be repaired was a broken oil line on 
one of the motors and a split cow- 
ling on another motor. Captain 
Henke said the damage was trifling 
and probably occurred when the 
plane landed. 


Captain Henke and his crew which 


consisted of Rudolf Von Moreau. sec- 
ond captain, Paul Dierbevg, flight 
engineer and Walter Kobcr, radio 
operator, looked on their feat from 
its practical side rather than on the 
fact that they had crossed the At- 
lantic the "hard way" in record 
time. 


Questioned as to why the take off 


from Berlin was made secretly with- 
out an announcement being mack as 
to the goal of the flight until their 
plane was nearly half way. across 
the Atlantic, Captain Henke merely 
said: 


"We wanted to do the job first 


and talk about it later." 


He expressed the opinion that the 


Brandenberg would be impractical 
for regular trans-oceanic passenger 
service. 


Little Gas Left 


"We could not have carried more 


than two more passengers on the 
ship," he said. When we landed we 
bad only 600 liters of gasoline left 
in the tanks—enough for only two 
more hours of flight,"

Herbert Corey tells the whole 


story in his biography of Simon 
Lake, written in collaboration with 
Mr, Lake, just published by D. Ap- 
pleton-Cer.tury, and every line is 
worth reading. Jules Verne, says 
Lake, was not merely a great ro- 
mantic writer but a great scientist. 
His storied Nautilus seemed prac- 
tical to Lake's inventive mind. He 
went to work at an early age, kept 
at it and many years later thrilled 
with pride when he received a cable- 
gram of congratulations from the 
famous French writer. 


Lake was captivated bj; Verne's 


"Twenty Thousand Leagues Under 
iie Sea" one of the most remarkable 
anticipations of a mechanical mir- 
icle that was ever put into imagin- 
ative fiction.

Simon Lake was trying out his first 
submarine.

MEETINGS 


A group of purebred sheep breed- 


ers from Northwestern Pennsylvania

producing a crop next season. Weeds 
compete with the asparagus for 
moisture, space and-fertility. Sods 
and grasses are particularly harm- 
ful. 


Applying about 50 pounds of 4- 


12-4 fertilizer per 1,000 square feet 
of bed at the close of the cutting 
season and then keeping down the 
weeds by cultivation the remainder 
of the season Is good insurance for 
an excellent crop the following year. 


Allow the stalks to grow normally. 


After frosts kill them, they may be. 
cut and removed or left until spring. 
Mulching with manure over winter- 
and then working it into the soil in 
the spring is a good practice. Fifty 
to 75 asparagus crowns will supply 
the average' family over -a period of 
eight to ten weeks.

furnish.- Seed grown from imported: 
clover will be.no hardier than the 
parent stock. 


The big oroblem is whether the 


clover will 'set" a good crop of seed. 
Bright, clear days which bring out 
the insects so necessary for the pol- 
lination of the flower are .essential. 
Wet weather is not detrimental un- 
less prolonged. 
Twenty seeds' per 


head indicate a good set of seed. 


The advent of the combine has 


simplified and cheapened the har- 
vesting.of red clover seed. Some of 
the machines do a good job of hull- 
ing during the process of threshing, 
but with others it is necessary 'to 
take the rough threshed seed to a 
huller. The advantage of, the com- 
bine is that it leaves the straw 
spread over the field for soil im- 
provement.

INGS INADVISABLE 


The clipping of .new legume seed- 


ings is a questionable practice and 
in many cases harmful. 


Occasionally red 
clover, if 
it 


heads out and is large enough to 
make a hay crop, may be cut, but 
never after September 1. If a large, 
heavy stand is not cut or pastured, 
smothering sometimes results. 
!tt 


has been shown, however, that cut- 
ting or pasturing after September 1 
definitely increases winter injury as 
the plants are unable to store suf- 
ficient winter reserves in their roots. 


Clipping new alfalfa or sweet clo- 


ver seedings is particularly harmful. 
The plants need every chance to de- 
velop the large root systems neces- 
sary to withstand winter conditions. 
Clipping retards root growth.

HEAT AND AGE REDUCE SWEET 


CORN FRESHNESS 


Considered by many-as the most 


palatable garden crop, sweet corn 
requires proper handling if . good 
quality is to be retained. 


Pull sweet corn as soon as the 


grains fill toe spaces on the cob. 
Corn in the milk stage contains 
much more sugar than later when 
it approaches the tough stage/Early 
maturing -varieties • become hard 
quickly and have a short-edible pe- 
riod. Late varieties remain edible 


I longer. 


- Sweet corn is best immediately 
after pulling. Therefore, freshness 
is the.most important thing to con- 
sider when,buying corn at the.store 
or market.. 


Growers are warned against pull- 


ing in the heat of the day, and plac- 
ing it in baskets, bags or piles as it 
will heat and -deteriorate quickly. 
The sugar in corn changes to starc.i 
rapidly. 
The rate_of change dou- 


bles with each 18 degree 'increase 
in temperature. A refrigerator tem- 
perature of 45 degrees Fahrenheit 
will keep corn twice as long as a 
temperature of 63 degrees and four 
times t as long as at 81 degrees. 


REQUEENING QUEENLESS 


HIVES FAIRLY SIMPLE 


Several Lawrence 
county bee- 


keepers have reported .difficulties jn, 
requeening queenless hives where 
laying workers, have developed. 


The laying, workers kill the new 


queens as though they. themselves 
were queens. The best way to solve 
this problem is-to put two frames 
containing all stages of brood, from 
eggs to sealed pupae, in the queen- 
less hive. Then place the new queen 
in a cage between the two .frames 
Leave the paper over .the candy of 
the queen cage so the hew queen -s 
not released too quickly. In about 
a week, examine the colony to see 
if the queen was accepted.

Two Paths 


Speaking as a father to his son, 


Solomon passes on the sound coun- 
sel his own father. King David, had 
given to him. pointing out to him 
two possible paths of life for him 
to follow, one wise and safe, the 
other foolish and destructive: "Hear, 
O my son,, and receive my sayings, 
and the yfiars of thy life shall be 
many. I have taught the'e in the way 
of wisdom; I have led thee in paths 
of uprightness. When thou goest 
thy steps shall not be straightened, 
and if thou runn;st, thou Shalt not 
stumble. Take fast hold for instruc- 
tion; let her not go: Keep her for 
she is thy life." Why should not par- 
ents take sufficient interest in their 
children to give such counsel' on 
right ways of living? Are we so 
dumb as not to realize that it is far 
more important we leave great chil- 
dren to carry on our business after 
us than that we leave a grsat busi- 
ness for them to carry on? Why 
leave the character building of our 
children to agencies outside the 
home—Sunday school, public school, 
Scouts and the lite?

tion of the 90th anniversary of St.

SOUTH PARIS, Me., Aug. 12.— 


The murderer of Dr. James G. 
Littlefield "Is Paul Dwyer and not 
Francis Carroll." Defense Attorney 
Clyde R. Chapman declared in his 
.closing address to the jury today at 
Carroll's murder trial. 


TDvyer is now serving a life term 


for the crime he once confessed 
and now denies. 
Dwyer took the 


stand last week and accused Carroll, 
a former deputy sheriff, of not only 
slaying Dr. Littlefield, but Mrs. 
Lydia Littlefield, the country doc- 
tor's wife. 


Before Chapman made his sum- 


mation, Special Pro-ecutor Ralph 
M. Ingails branded Carroll as the 
killer. He pointed out to the jury 
that when Carroll testified before 
them he "failed to say he was guilt- 
less" of the crime. 


Capacity Audience 


A capacity audience, including 


Barbara Carroll, daughter of the 
defendant and former sweetheart of 
Dwyer, and her mother. Mrs. Ruby 
Carroll, listened attentively to the 
closing addresses of both lawyers. 


Defense Attorney Chapman char- 


acterized "the Littlefield case," as 
one with "many perplexing and 
confusing angles"—a case "the like 
of which has not been seen in the 
annals of crime in America." 


He insisted 
the state 
hadn't 


proved a case against Carroll, say- 
ing "the mountain has labored and 
brought forth a mole." 


"The state's" case is Dwyer's case," 


said Chapman. "When you take out 
Dwyer's case, what have you?" 


Scorc-s Prosecution 


"It is not incumbent on the de- 


fense to find the murderer of Dr. 
Littlefield. 
The state already has 


found the murderer—Paul Dvyer." 


Chapman 
insisted 
the state's 


"whole case" has been built on "in- 
ferences and innuendoes." 


He played the authorities for hav- 


ing arrested Carroll on a morals 
charge when they "proposed to try 
him for murder." 
He termed that 


"an un-Godly act."
